The move was ordered by 
Premier Grotewohl as a “health” 
measure designed to prevent 
spread of a West German ty- 
But West Ber- 
lin political observers speculated 
that it had another reason: stop- 
page of the westward flow of 
refugees. 


The Communist announce- 
ment, made through the official 
news agency A.D.N., did not say 
what restrictions would be im- 


posed. It merely said measures 
were being taken to “reduce” 
the amount of travel between 


East and West Germany. 

The order followed closely 
another announcement from 
East Germany tonight that taxes 
on truck traffic to West Berlin 
were being reduced. The reduc- 
tion amounted to 50 per cent 
for light trucks and 5 per cent 
for heavy trucks. 

The announcement, made 
through the official East Ger- 
man news agency A.D.N., fol- 
lowed several days of negotia- 
tions between East and West 
German traffic experts. The re- 
duction is effective next Friday. 

The United States, Britain 
and France had denounced the 
higher taxes on road traffic im- 
posed April 1 as “exorbitant” 
and asked for their elimination. 
The East German Communists 
said they were needed to pay 
for foad maintenance on the 
superhighway that links isolated 
Berlin with West Germany. 

West German government 
representatives in Berlin called 
the newly announced reductions 
“minor” and said they “failed 
to do justice to the interests ot 
the city of Berlin.” Allied offi- 
cials in Berlin declined imme- 
diate comment. 

The new rate schedule, as was 
the old one. is based on the 
weight of the truck and the dis- 
tance traveled. For a four-ton 
truck which travels 200 kilom- 
eters (123 miles) the new rate 
will be 10 marks ($2.38) com- 
pared with 20 marks previously.

OUR PARTY, with a special guide, con- 
sisted of a Britisher and his wife, a portly 
middle-aged American who said’ he was 
from San Francisco but did not introduce 
his younger friend, looking like an Amer- 
ican, and myself. The British tourist was 
congenial but uncommunicative. Tourists 
here are suspicious of each other. When 
asked why he was in Russia he merely 
said, “business.”

The articles by Guillain suggest 
that France should withdraw her troops 
from South Viet Nam and thereby put 
the problem of order-keeping directly 
up to the Americans. 


But when these and other serious divi- 
sions and deficiencies are added up, the 
fact remains that the West stands firmer 
than at any point since the war. At the 
same time the weaknesses of the Commu- 
nist position have never been so apparent.

In doing so 
it forced the Western Powers to examine 
their own proposals as coming from a hos- 
tile party. 


This examination showed that the Allied | 


proposals failed to protect the Western po- 
sition. For example, no exception was made 
to provide for German rearmament to 
a comparable scale up to that to which 
other nations would disarm. The result is 
that the Russians accepted a Western pro- 
posal that would keep Germany disarmed, 
exactly what they have been striving for 
for years and an idea to which the West 


cannot agree, and on the other hand, the | 
Soviets refuse to discuss the neutralizing | 
of the satellites, which would be the only | 
possible quid pro quo acceptable to the | 
West for the neutralization and disarma- | 


ment of Germany. 
Even so, the Russians made very sub- 


stantial concessions to the Western-ideas. | 
_ They accepted the figures for total num- 
_ bers of men under arms proposed by the 


West. These were from one to one and 
one-half million for the United States, the 
Soviet Union and China and 650,000 each 
for Great Britain’ and France. 

They accepted the Western proposal 
to reduce armaments in two stages, 
the reduction in the first stage being 
in conventional armaments in which 
the Soviet is superior. This would 
leave the West with superiority in 
atomic armaments during the first 
stage and a lessened inferiority in con- 
ventional armaments. 

The Russians also agreed to inspection 
by an international organ. There are traps 
and fish hooks in these safeguards that 
possibly could be worked out, but would 
provide a severe test of Soviet good faith.

DIPLOMATIC OPINION in Washington 
about the Soviet proposals to reduce inter- 
national tension, of which the disarma- 
ment proposal is only one, is mixed. Some 


natiiiie like the look of indomitable and 
unassailable power that it had only a 
short time ago, and this is true despite 
the fact that Russia’s massive military 
might, far in excess of that of the West, 
remains intact. But although the cracks 
are apparent there is still a great deal 
of mystery about the hopes and inten- 
tions of the Soviet rulers in the coming 
negotiations. 


When the four foreign ministers met for 
the signing of the Austrian Peace Treaty, 
Molotov gave no hint of what in the Rus- 
sian view might come out of the summit 
talks. As preparation for the conference 
goes forward, those in the most responsi- 
ble positions are concerned lest Moscow 
does expect major decisions on the future 
of the world after the pattern of Yalta. It 
is just this that the West does not mean 
to have. 

Here is the possibility of a new break 
and an abrupt end to the phase of negoti- 
ation. Conceivably, if the Russian desire 
for sweeping decisions at that lofty sum- 
mit were thwarted, Moscow could come to 
a full stop again. One of the most respon- 
sible members of the Eden Government 
suggested to this reporter that in such an 
event the Russians might refuse to ratify 


| the Austrian Treaty and refuse also to 


withdraw the 100,000 Soviet troops that 
are to be removed, with final approval of 
the document, signed with such rejoicing 
by the Austrians. 

This is the darkest view of what is likely | 
to happen when the heads of state sit down 
around the conference table in late July. 
Offsetting it is the fact that Molotov ac- 
cepted with scarcely a murmur of protest 
the concept of the Big Four meeting as 
it originated with British Foreign Secre- 
tary Harold IMacmillan. That concept is 
for a brief session of three to five days at 
which the various aspects of the search for 
peace will be laid out and the different 
problems assigned to separate bodies to 
wrestle with for months and perhaps even 
years. As Macmillan sees it, the continuing 
search carried on in a more hopeful at- 
mosphere, theoretically to be generated by 
the Big Four Conference, will gradually 
but surely ease the tensions that have 
threatened at times to heat up the cold 
war. 

Whatever the future may hold, this is 
nonetheless a high moment in the struggle 
of the West for the essential strength and

Alliance by showing that the danger of 
war comes from the United States and 
not from the Soviet Union.

By this means the 
19,000,000 East Germans would have had 
equal influence in the Government with 
49,000,000 West Germans.

The Great Polio Botch 


It is a shame that polio has got into politics. 
That it is there cannot be doubted. One need 
only look at the vaccination bill introduced by 
six Democratic members of the Senate Labor 
and Welfare Committee, in competition with an 
Eisenhower Administration bill. 

The Administration asks funds to pay for vac- 
cine for needy children. The Democrats want 
free vaccine for everybody. But the unpolitical 
truth is that, in view of the resources of states, 
cities, and private organizations, how to pay for 
vaccinations has never been a major question. 

Yes, it is a shame that polio is in politics. Yet 
when President Eisenhower at every press con- 
ference acclaims the handling of the inoculation 
program as proof of the Administration's great 
wisdom and concern for public welfare, who 
can expect the opposition to refrain from using 
the same program as proof to the contrary. ® 

For the unpolitical truth is that the inoculation 
program under Secretary Hobby’s direction has 
been a miserable botch. 

If there were any doubt about that, one need 
only look at Canada. With one tenth the popula- 
tion of this country, Canada has gwen 700,000 
children their first shot, 350,000 children their 
second, and will have immunized 1,000,000 by July 
1. Once started, its vaccination program has 
moved steadily ahead, with no stops, no starts, 
no hysteria, no switches. And how many vac- 
cinated children have developed paralytic polio? 
Exactly one. 

. * - 

How has Canada done it? The program is en- 
tirely in the hands of the Canadian Government. 
Cost of the vaccine is paid for half by the Do 
minion Government, half by the provincial gov- 
Free 
of charge, inoculations are administered, usually 
at schools, by local public health officials. From 
the start, manufacture of vaccine has been under 


ernments which correspond to our states 


strict and direct government supervision, with 
exhaustive government tests (not reports) being 
made on every batch. The Government got vac- 
cine manufacture started early by agreeing to 
buy the entire output. 

Smaller population and cooler climate may 
contribute to Canada’s success, but they cannot 
account for it. Neither can the fact that the vac- 
cine is Government-subsidized in an all-Govern- 
ment program. The basic reason for: Canada’s 
success lies in strong Government leadership 
and bold, decisive advance planning. Canada’s 
program was carefully thought out seven months 
before the vaccine became available. As long ago 
as last September, public health officials were 
drawing up their plans in case the Salk vaccine 
proved effective. This was the time when Mrs. 
Hobby was deciding that there probably would 
not be much demand for the vaccine. 

Mrs. Hobby’s Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare turned scarcely a until 
the photographers came in to take her pic- 
ture licensing the vaccine She left to the 
Polio Foundation such advance planning as was 
done for the immunization of first and second 


wheel 


graders—who represent about a third of the 
most susceptible children. And when trouble 
struck, her department lost its head, stopped, 
started, backed up, started again—and plunged 
the program into such chaos that nobody knew 
where he stood. 

* * - 

So it is now clear that only a fraction of the 
children of most susceptible ages will be im- 
munized against polio this season. President 
Eisenhower, still trying to paint the program as 
a triumph, told his: press conference last week 
that by Aug. 1 all first and second graders will 
have had their two shots. We think he was over- 
optimistic. But even if he is right, consider the 
Shrinkage of the target. 

On April 12, the day it licensed the Salk vac- 
cine, Mrs. Hobby’s department announced that 
by Aug. 1 every child aged 1 to 9 would be inocu- 


lated. That would be 30.800.000 children. 


On May 16, a week after the Government sus- 
pended inoculations, Secretary Hobby told a 
Senate committee that by Aug. 1, enough vac- 
cine would be available for 29,000,000 children 
through age 9. 

And on May 31 the President said that by 
Aug. 1 all first and second graders would be in- 
oculated. That would be just 9,000,000 children— 
the group which the Polio Foundation (not the 
Government) originally set out to protect 

Some delay in the program doubtless was in- 
evitable after trouble developed with one manu- 
facturer’s vaccine. But the utter collapse can be 
accounted for only by the Administration’s fail- 
ure to plan boldly in advance, to offer vigorous 
and decisive leadership, to meet a crisis calmly 
and courageously. 

The consequence’? Millions of children who 
could have been immunized this year will now 
go through another polio season unprotected. 
That is the measure of Secretary Oveta Culp 
Hobby's great botch. 
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W here Good Relations Pay 

The existence of both the United States and 
Canada would be at stake in the eventuality of 
an over-the-pole bomber attack on this conti- 
nent. That is the principal reason why there 
should be neither surprise nor misgiving in con- 
nection with what Air Marshal C. R. Slemon, 
Chief of Staff of the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
recently told the annual convention of the Avia- 
tion Writers Association.

Opportunity for a ‘Watch-Dog’ 

Mayor Tucker soon will appoint a “watch-dog” 
committee to see that the bond issue funds are 
spent the way the voters intended. The commit- 
tee will also be charged with seeing that the 
taxpayers of St. Louis get full value for the 
money they invest in the bond issue projects. 

This suggests that special attention ought to be 
given to the planetarium project. Although No. 
16 on the municipal ballot, the planetarium was 
last in public favor among the 23 propositions. 
It enjoyed an excess of 11,065 votes over the re- 
quired two thirds, but in doing so it achieved 
fewer Yes votes ‘and more No votes than any 
other proposal. 

Why? Partly because its purpose was not en- 
tirely understood and partly because of a some- 
what restricted appeal. For this reason we think 
the “watch-dog’” committee would do well to 
see that the planetarium building as planned 
and constructed has as wide a scientific appeal 
as possible within the project's legal bounds. 

The chief museum need of St. Louis is a mu- 
seum of natural history. If the planetarium 
building is carefully placed and thoughtfully 
designed it can be the start of a scientific mu- 
seum center for a metropolitan area of more 
than 1,500,060 people. It can include changing 
natural history exhibitions until such time as 
wings can be added in a future expansion of nat- 
ural history and industrial science facilities. 

Attendance figures in other cities show that 
a planetarium has far fewer visitors who return 
than has a natural history museum. The planners 
of the St. Louis planetarium will greatly increase 
planetarium attendance if they arrange space 
for changing natural history displays. No citizen 
will be apt to find fault with a ‘‘watch-dog” 
committee that transforms the planetarium from 
a one-shot attraction into one that will draw 
people back to the world of science times with- 
out number.

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Speaking of Davy Crockett 

If the children will settle down and shut their 
sweet little mouths, we will tell them a story 
about Davy Crockett. 

This is the same Davy Crockett who was king 
of the wild frontier, but you would never know 
it. For in addition to shooting b’ars and mending 
the crack in the Liberty Bell, Davy Crockett was 
a rootin’ tootin’ symbol of the expansionist 
fervor that gripped our country after 1820. 

To tell the truth, this expansionist drive which 
pushed the young nation’s frontiers from the 
Mississippi to the Pacific in one generation was 
one of the least creditable episodes in our his- 
tory, from a strictly moral point of view. 

From the day when Moses and Stephen Austin 
left Potosi, Mo., to found an American settlement 
on the Brazos, te the time when Sam Houston 
and Andrew Jackson and James Polk brought a 
new state into the Union, the Texas adventure 
was a classic case history in the art of stealing 
another nation’s territory. 

Texas belonged firmly to Mexico, as our gov- 
ernment had recognized by treaty and confirmed 
by presidential and Senate action as late as 1828. 
Yet within a year, with Jackson in the White 
House, a concerted drive began in press and 
Congress to take Texas away from Mexico. 

American settlers—they would be called infil- 
trators today—moved in from Tennessee, Mis- 
souri and elsewhere, and steadily built up a 
strong fifth column. Money, materials and men 
poured to their aid from the States. 

Unembarrassed by the sanctity of treaties, the 
American settlers set up what today would be 
known as a puppet state. Eight years later, 
it came into the Union and the Union then fought 
a war with Mexico to certify the realty transfer. 

Why do we recall the story? Not for one mo- 
ment to dim the luster of Davy, Davy Crockett, 
and not to suggest that Texas would better have 
remained a Mexican province, but only because 
it is healthy to look the truth in the face. With 
nations as with persons, it’s a good thing for the 
adult to remind himself now and then that he 
was once a juvenile delinquent himself. 
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A Quiet Evening With a Potato

People connected with our great 
universities tell me that old-fashioned 
botany is not a popular subject these 
days. It may be that these academic 
experts do indeed know what they are 
talking about but to one who sits in 
the director’s office of a big botanical 
garden the problem is not the lack of 
such an interest but rather how to find 
time to answer all the letters and the 
telephone calls of people who want to 
know more about plants. 

Inquiries pour in; publishers want 
books written; men’s garden clubs, 
women’s garden clubs want lectures or 
even whole courses 
in botany; plain

the other thing. 

Whatever the rea- 
son, those of us at 
botanical gardens 
have this ever-in- 
creasing thirst to 
slake. “Why didn't 
I study botany in 
college when I had 
the chance?” 

The number of 
active, specialized 
plant societies in- 
creases each year. The old established 
ones such as the Rose Society and the 
Orchid Society have been joined by 
many others in the last two decades. 
There are now Pentstemon and Prim- 
rose societies on a national scale. 


‘Get a Potato, a Nice Big One’ 


There is even an active, intelligent, 
well-directed group whose very name, 
“Gesneriad,” demonstrates the degree 
of specialization which is now being 
reached. The man in the street may 
not have heard of Gesneriads, for they 
have no common name. A Gloxinia (if 
you happen to know it). is our com- 
monest Gesneriad, but there is now a 
group of highly talented amateurs— 
chemists, printers, real-estate salesmen 
and the like—who gather nationally 
once a year and discuss Gesneriad mat- 
ters so technical that they are beyond 
the ordinary knowledge of ordinary 
botanists. 

All of which brings us back to our 
title, “A nice quiet evening with a po- 
tato.” If you're an adult and you want 
to teach yourself how to find out about 
plants there is no more convenient way 
to start. Get a potato, a nice big one, 
out of the bin, wash it off carefully, and 
sit down in a comfortable chair with a 
good light coming over your shoulder. 
Turn the potato over in your hands. 

Don't be too tense and earnest. If 
you can get a friend with kindred in- 
terests to join you, so much the better, 
and if you talk about other things now 
and then it’s all to the good. Just try 
to build up a little intelligent enthu- 
siasm for this starchy sphere which 
previously you have taken for granted. 


Looking a Spud in the Eye 


Well, let’s look at the potato. Most 
obviously it has eyes. Nearly every- 
body knows this much, yet have you 
really ever looked a potato in the eye? 

There is something more or less like 
an arching eyebrow with an eye-hollow 
within the arch and coming up out of 
this hollow are little dark buds. Now 
notice the arching eyebrows. They don’t 
arch any oid which way; they are all 
focused in the same direction. To our 
surprise we will learn that each potato 
has a well-defined front end and an 
equally well-defined rear end and that 
these are very different in appearance. 

At the front end the eyes are clus- 
tered closely together. the buds always 
frontwards from the arching brow. This 
brow is really a kind of leaf, or the 
mark where such a scale leaf was borne 
and then fell off. Sometimes new pp- 
tatoes will show delicate little mem- 
brane-like scales rising up off the tu- 
ber’s surface in these arching lines; in 


the ordinary grocerv-store spud the 
membranaceous scale has usually gone 
by and only a faintly curving scar is 
left. 


Now turn the potato about and look 
at the other end, then examine the 
whole region in between. At the other 
extreme from the active apex with its 
closely clustered buds you will find 
either a piece of the little round under- 
ground stem on which the potato was 
formed or the neat little circular scar 
where this stem was broken off.’ 


A potato, you see, is what botanists 
call a tuber. It is just the swollen 
coalesced buds at the end of an under- 
ground stem. It is not a root; it is 
part of a true stem though borne un- 
derground. Like all stems, it has joints 
(the technical word is nodes) at which 
leaves (or leaf-like scales) are borne 
and it is in the axils of these scales that 
all the new branch stems arise when 
the potato is sprouted. 


An Organized Bit of Life 


This is how one tells stems from 
roots in those plants with both under- 
ground stems and true roots. Stems 
have nodes (joints); roots don’t. Stems 
have leaves or scales at the nodes: roots 
have neither. If you find a root with 
some little scales on it at fairly regular 
intervals, it isn’t a root. It’s an under- 
ground stem of some sort. Finally, 
stems are precise in their pattern of 
growing; they branch only in the axils 
of the leaves or scales; roots branch 
very irregularly. 

Our humble potato is therefore a 
much more precisely organized bit of 
life than one would have imagined. 
Like virtually all life, it is highly polar- 
ized. It has a head end, an apex, at 
which growth is most active. It has an 
innate orientation to up and down, to 
frontwards and backwards. 


Plant your potato in a bowl of sand 
or sawdust or vermiculite, keep it well 
watered and watch its development for 
a few weeks. See the way the new 
stems sprout out from the buds near 
the apex. Plant another potato in the 
garden and dig it up and wash off the 
roots after the plant is well developed. 
You will be able to see for yourself the 
difference between the true roots and 
the jointed underground stem on which 
the potatoes are borne. 


Nature Plans Her Plants 


So what? Well, you'll have made a 
beginning at understanding for your- 
self the world around you. The world 
looks chaotic: deeper study shows us 
the order in it; with still deeper and 
more intensive study we are able to 
understand enough of the order under- 
neath the apparent chaos so as to work 
with it rather than against it. 


If the potato interests you after you 
have learned something of how it is 
put together. go on from there. Look 
at some of the other brown things we 
dig up out of the earth and figure out 
for yourself just how much of each 
ne is stem, what is root, and what is 
eaf. 


So if plants are beginning to interest 
you and you wish you knew more about 
them, no need to sigh for lost opportu- 
nities, no need for that magic book 
which will tell you painlessly the very 
things you wish you knew. Sit down 
quietly with @ potato, a nice large, 
clean potato. Relax in your chair. 

Take a friendly interest in this suc- 
culent brown blob which you have pre- 
viously ignored. Let it become a simple 
introduction to learning about plants 
from plants themselves. Take your first 
step towards botanical insight by spend- 
ing a nice quiet evening with a potato.

Boswell's Amorous Adventures in Italy

HILE making his grand 
tour of Italy, Corsica and 


France the mercurial

Boswell was afflicted 
With a Swiss body servant 
named Jacob One gathers 
that relations between the 
two were mutuaily irritating.

him: “You have not the man- 
ners of a nobleman. ...

Bos- 
well showed his own greatness 
in his response to Paoli’s no- 
bility of character; and his 
subsequent, though unavail- 
ing, efforts to promote the 
cause of Corsican independ- 
ence in England stands in 
strong contrast to the vanity 
and self-indulgence of his be- 
havior in other situations. 
Boswell's with

At any raté she was 
unmoved. 

What must be remembered 
is that all of Boswell's vices, as 
well as his virtues, are certi- 
fied in his own words. His 
frankness testifies to his de- 
termination to make the rec- 
ord complete. If it was based 
on the conviction that the bal- 
ance would be favorable to his 
memory he was right.

There were two striking fal- 
sifica ions of history recently. 

The first falsification should 
be of deep concern to the satel- 
lite Communist leaders.

Khrushchev that the chief po- 
liceman of the Stalin era, L. P. 
| Beria. and his henchmen in- 


vented Titoism. Thus any who 
used the charge of Titoism in 
the satellite :power struggles 
could wel have been “enemies 
of the people.”

' The second falsification is that 
' Khrushchev and Premier Bul- 
ganin were the _ outstanding 
leaders in the war against Ger- 
|many. This should be of deep 
'eoncern to Georgi Malenkov, 
| the, deposed premier, and For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov. 
Malenkov now holds the lower- 
level job of electric power boss. 

This distortion appeared in 
the Soviet party bible, the 
monthly Kommunist, published 
| May 17, at the time Khrushchev 
|was prepar:ng for his penitent 
| trip to Belgrade. The article 
in question was written by Col. 
A. S. Zheltov, chief of the net- 
work of Communist party spies 
in the Soviet army. 

Zheltov harked back to June 
3). 1941, when, as he _ wrote 
quite correctly, a state commit- 
tee of defense with complete 
power was created to direct the 
Soviet war against the Nazi in- 
vasion.

since the few radiation-induced 
defectives will not change mea- 
surably the number of about 
40,000 defectives who will occur 
spontaneously among the 4,000,- 
000 births of each year in the 
United States. 

“It may be pointed out that 
no significant change in the 
percentage of malformed chil- 
dren has been observed among 
those conceived after the war 
whose parents had been exposed 
to the atomic bombs at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki.” 

The committee emphasized 
that its conclusions applied only 
to genetic effects of weapons’ 
tests carried out at the present 
level and of foreseeable peaceful 
uses of atomic energy. 

Catastrophe in War. 


“The genetic effects of a gen- 
eralized nuclear war would be 
one of many catastrophic conse- 
quences of such a disaster,” the 
report concluded. 

Dr. Libby read the brief re- 
port in a speech at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago's alumni reunion 
last night at Chicago. His text

Giving his personal conelu- 
sion about fallout, Dr. Libby

“As far as immediate or so- 
matic damage to the health is 
concerned, the fallout dosage 
rate as of Jan. 1 of this year in 
the United States could be in- 
creased 15,000 times without 
he said. He pointed 
out that workers in the AEC 
plants are allowed to receive up 
to 15,000 times the average rate 
in the United States resulting 
from all nuclear explosions.

Emphasizing the level of nat- 
| ural irradiation, Dr. Libby said 
| dosages from cosmic rays, nate 
ural radium and other minerals 
are from 30 to 500 times the 
average radiation from tests 
since the first atomie explosion 
10 years ago. He noted that 
total radiation last year was 
about 15 times the 10-year av- 
erage. 

Various natural radiations 
“constitute hazards which are 
much greater than the test fall- 
out hazards,” he said. 

“It is also clear that, if the 
genetic damaggs from radiation 
are real at these levels, we have

IME was when pitching 
T was one of the strongest 
departments of the Car- 
dinals’ far-flung organization. 
There was a stalwart staff in 
the parent club’s uniforms and 
each winter the front office 
could pick from minor league 


standouts ready and eager for 
a shot at the big league. 


Dizzy Dean, Paul Dean, Tex 
Carleton, Paul Derringer, 
Mort Cooper, Harry Brecheen, 
Howard Pollet, Murry Dickson 
and others had excellent rec- 
ords on farm clubs. Many of 
them had to wait an extra 
year or two, because the top 
club was so well equipped on 
the mound. Dean, for in- 
stance, was sent to Houston 
for an extra year, when he un- 
doubtedly was as good as any 
man on the Redbird staff. 
Brecheen was a major leaguer 
for several seasons before he 
finally was promoted. 

Pollet came up after win- 
ning 40 games and losing 10 
in his last two minor league 
years. Dickson was 21 and 11 
and 17 and 8 in his last two 
seasons in the minors. 

Harvey Haddix and Vinegar 
Bend Mizell were the most 
recent Cardinals with out- 
standing records in the bushes. 
Haddix won 18 and lost six in 
1950 and Mizell was 16 and 14 
his last season in the minors. 
Mizell was a better prospect 
than his final year’s record 
in the minors indicated. He 
still needed seasoning. He 
didn’t know how to hold run- 
ners on the bases and he still 
wasn’t a master at control. 
But by the time Mizell ap- 
peared in the picture the Car- 
dinals no longer were rich in 
pitching talent and Vinegar 
was called up to get his polish- 
ing on the parent club’s staff.

corps. Johnny Riddle, former 
catcher, and Bill Posedel, 


former pitcher, are veterans 
in their field and highly re- 
garded as instructors. 

Perhaps the trouble is that 
the coaches don’t have enough 
to say about the pitching per- 
sonnel. Among 4he most suc- 
cessful pitching departments 
in recent years have been the 
staffs of the two New York 
clubs, the Giants and Yankees. 
And it is generally known 
that the two New York pitch- 
ing coaches, Frank Shellen- 
back for Leo Durocher and 
Jim Turner for Casey Stengel, 
are assistants with authority 
as well as portfolio. 

Shellenback tells Durocher 
who is ready to pitch and who 
is ready to relieve. Stengel 
leans heavily on Turner in ro- 
tating his pitchers and in Se- 
lecting a relief man when the 
starter falters. 

The Cardinals haven't had 
a set-up like that since Frank 
Frisch managed the Cardinals. 
When Onkle Frank was leader 
of the Redbirds, he put the 
pitching department under the 
direction of Senor Mike Gon- 
zalez 

Billy Southworth reserved 
more authority for himself 
than Frisch did, but Senor 
Gonzalez still had power dur- 
ing Billy’s managerial years.

You study a bit over the next cast and decide 
to try a long one, up into the still water along the 
willows where a bass might well be waiting for bugs 
or may-flies to drop into the stream.

@ THE SUN CLIMBS HIGHER as you go and there is 
less shade along the banks, yet the fish keep feeding. Now 
the perch which rush gamely out on almost every cast are 
carefully released, though you keep a couple of fine goggle 
eye which are hooked by the old hoax of stopping the fly 
dead still just as the fish reach it. There's something about 


this technique which seems irresistible to these scrappy lit- 
tle warriors. By and large, though you concentrate on small- 
mouth and soon begin unhooking the smallest of these with 
care and returning them to the stream. 


You lose count, after awhile, of the number of fish 
taken and released. Even just keeping the best of them, the 
creel grows heavy on your shoulder. Finally the sun slants 
westward, shadows lengthen and you start downstream 
again.

Today Johnny is 12 years old.

Johnny's story would be an 
unusual one anywhere else, but 
not here in Sturgeon, where 
more than 50 youngsters, be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 16, have 
borrowed money from the bank 
in sums ranging from $50 to 


$1000. In the past 10 years, 
Banker Harper has lent more 
than $6000 to youngsters in 
Boone, Adrian and Howard 
counties, and has not lost one 
cent. 

“Not only that," he _ says 
proudly, “but I've never had to 


foreclose on a youngster. “These 

kids take their loans seriously. 

They always pay off their debts. 

Sometimes it may take a second 

year, but they pay every penny.”

ANKER HARPER is a genial, 
B casy-coing man of 63, who 

“wears a cowboy-type straw 
hat and knows everyone in town 
and every farmer for miles 
around. He has no children of 
his own, but he has always had 
faith in youngsters, he explains, 
and 10 years ago he set out to 
prove he was right. 


It was in 1945 that he at- 
tended a 4-H achievement pro- 
gram in Columbia, where he 
saw what youngsters could do if 
someone just gave them a start. 
He came home and let it be 
known that he would lend 
money to any youngsters who 
wanted to‘start a stock-raising 
program. All they had to do 
was bring their father in, and 
explain what they had in mind. 

“Some of them come in and 
stand and twist their feet,” Har- 
per said, “but I try to put them 
at ease and treat them just like 
grown-ups.” 

It is part of his theory that 
lending money to the youngsters 
makes better citizens, better 
farmers, and teaches them a lot 
about the financial facts of life. 


“] take them to my office,” he 
said, “and we sit down and talk 
man to man. They explain to 
me what they want to do with 
the money, and I explain to 
them how loans are made. 
make it clear to them that it 
isn't a gift. It's a business deal, 
and they have to pay the money

Harper has the youngsters’ 
fathers sign the notes, but no 
parent has yet had to bail his 
youngster out. “I also explain 
to the youngster,” he points out, 
“that in a sense we are partners 
and if things go wrong to come 
to me and we'll try to work it 
out.” 

Not many of them run into 
trouble, however, and the coun- 
try around about is filled with 
youngsters who are well on their 
way to becoming successful live- 
stock growers, thanks to Harper.

HARLIE BOB TURNER 
(started in 1950 with two 

feeder calves bought with a 
loan from the bank. He took on 
four the next year and added 
three registered Herefords the 
third year. Meanwhile two of 
his calves took prizes at fairs 
and one sold at a premium. The 
next year one of his steers was 
grand champion at four local 
fairs, won in the junior division 
at the state fair, and was fourth 
in class at the American Royal 
in Kansas City. He now has a 
herd of 12, money in the bank, 
and.total assets of around $3000. 
He has just turned 15. 


Allan and Caro] Smith, 16 and 
13 respectively, each borrowed 
enough money five years ago to 
buy beef calves. Allan made $200 
on his calf the first year. Carol 
almost as much. They reinvest- 
ed their money in more calves. 
The total loan to the pair was 
close to $1200. They now own 
a nice herd of cattle, and have 
added hogs to their assets, Their 
loans have been repaid. They 
have money in the bank, pay for 
their own clothes and take care 
of their school expenses. 

Charlie Turner borrowed 
enough a few years ago to buy 
a yearling. Today he owns a 
heifer, three registered Here- 
ford cows and a registered bull. 
He also has repaid his loan and 
has money in the bank. 

Harper's fame as a lender of 
money to young people has 
spread far, and he has received 
dozens of letters from young- 
sters all over the country, seek- 
ing loans. One, which came in 
the mail the morning’ he was 
being interviewed, was from a 
boy in Washington, D.C., who 
wrote, “I am 13 years old and 
am saving money to purchase a 
pair of chinchillas. I then want 
to breed them and sell the off- 
spring. I have already saved 
$100, but my goal is $300. I was 
wondering if you might not lend 
me the money totaling $200. 
Thank you sincerely . 

Harper answers each letter, 
explaining that he can't extend 
leans in person to young 
people in his own community.

“Sturgeon,” he will tell you 
at the drop of a question, “is one 
of the best towns in North Mis- 
souri. Celebrate our 100th birth- 
day next year. We have a Cham- 
ber of Commerce with 35 paid 
members who have met regu- 
larly for the past 16 years. Of 
course, the good attendance may 
be due to the fact that we pay 
dues in advance and that takes 
care of the meals so we have 
just about 100 per cent attend- 
ance. Good meals, too, cooked 
and served in the schoolhouse 
by the Parent-Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. 

“We're on the main line of 
the Wabash, and the state is 
now in the process of rebuilding 
Highway 22 all the way from 
Mexico, Mo. Pretty soon we're 
going to have city water. They're 
digging the wells now. Ever 
since the town started, we de- 
pended on our own wells. Thirty 
years ago they tried to vote in 
a water system and failed. Tried 
again eight years ago. This time 
the Chamber of Commerce got 
behind it and put it across. 

“We're an agricultural town 
and farmers around here raise 
soybeans, corn, small grain and 
livestock. Matter of fact, it's 
about the best town of its size 
in the state. You can start your 
article with that and end with 
that.” 


which had assets of $133,000 
when it was organized in the 
early thirties, now has assets of 
more than $1,000,000. Most of 
this is farmers’ money and most 
of the farm wealth comes from 
improved agricultural practices 
in the county, and no one is 
more responsible for the ad- 
vancement than Harper himself.

“When I was a kid my mother 
sent me to an elocution teacher 
and | could say poems and sing 
songs,” he said. “While I was 
in college, a traveling evangelist 
came along and offered me a job 
ljeading the singing. I could make 
a lot more than I could on the 
farm, and I went along, I did 
evangelistic singing for seven or 
eight years, and paid off the 
mortgage on the farm.”

ARPER didn't become a bank 
H president the hard way. In 

fact, he started at the top 
After quitting his singing job he 
went back to the farm and mar- 
ried a childhood sweetheart and 
went to Sturgeon to run a grain 
elevator. In time he was man- 
ager of the grain elevator. And 
then the time came when he 
owned a grain elevator. 

“It was in the early thirties 
Two banks had failed and been 
reorganized to make this bank 
They needed a man right bad 
and a couple of the stockholders 
came to the grain elevator one 
day and said they wanted me at 
the bank. I said I didn’t think 
I was qualified. They said the 
stockholders had talked it over 
and figured I was. So I went.” 

The bank, he explains, has 
four people. “Three work, and 
I'm here, too.” 

Harper practices what he 
preaches about improved agri- 
cultural methods. He has a 150- 
acre farm which he operates, 
and which makes money. 

“One of the best loans I ever 
made was to a boy who just 
wanted to put in a crop,” he re- 
calls. “His father told him to 
fertilize and improve the land, 
and he could use it. I lent the 
boy $1000 to have land tests 
made and buy fertilizer. He has 
repaid the loan and is making 
money on soybeans. I can show 
you land around here that used 
to be all but worthless, but 
which is now worth close to $100 
an acre, just because of im- 
proved farm practices.” 

Not only has Harper preached 
better land use, but he has done 
more than his share to bring it 
about. In 1946 he and his bank 
were the first in Missouri and 
among the first in the country 
to provide on-the-job training 
for returning GI farmers. 

Harper got in touch with all 
the eligible Gls in the county. 
There were 60 of them. He held 
a meeting and asked if they 
wanted to learn good farming. 
They did. He got in touch with 
the county farm agent and with 
the School of Agriculture at the 
University of Missouri. With- 
in 90 days he had four classes 
organized and the school went 
on for five years. 

Harper was given a citation 
for this from the Missouri 
School of Agriculture, which is 
just one of half a dozen cita- 
tions he has received from vari- 


month from Jefferson City. 

The time came when it seemed 
the church was going to die 
Working with Gene Wetherell, a 
former minister who now works 
for the Agricultural Extension 
Service, Harper set out to save 
the church. They found a full- 
time minister, Jack Bodard, a 
chaplain just out of the Army 
Harper guaranteed him a salary 
of $1200, which was the best 
they could do at the time. But 
in order to get him to stay in 
Sturgeon, Harper remodeled a 
garage into a home for him, 
helped him get a GI loan to buy 
a small farm, and lent him 
money for livestock and equip- 
ment. He even made a loan to 
Bodard’s youngster, Jimmy, to 
buy a cow, which gave Jimmy 
the distinction of being the 
voungest borrower on the list 
He was six. 

With a full-time preacher, the 
congregation began to revive and 
so did the contributions.

They hope to make 
enough to put brick siding on 
the church.

H perience that what rural 

communities need is some- 
thing new in the sociological pic- 
ture — a combination | rural 
preacher and farmer. So he en- 
listed the aid of the Missouri 
Bible College, the College of 
Agriculture at Missouri U., and 
the Missouri Bankers Association 
and started a program to train 
men in both agriculture and re- 
ligion.

One of his motives, he ex-

Not only that, 
he points out, but it’s always the 
brightest and most aggressive 
who go. He'd like to see the 
trend reversed, with the bright 
and aggressive ones staying on 
the farm. 

While Harper is proud of what 
the youngsters have done for 
themselves, he is just as proud 
of what they have done for their 
fathers. 

“This has done the dads as 
much or more good than it has 
the kids,” he says. “The young- 
sters have opened their dads’ 
eyes, and the result has been 
better farming by the fathers. 
I know one father who got so 
interested in his son's project, 
he started learning right along 
with him, and now has one of 
the best herds of Hereford cat- 
tle in Boone county. 

“That man would fight for 
that kid. And you know, if I had 
one like him, 1 would too.”

The hostel 
provides bunks, blankets, cook- 
ing utensils and cleaning equip- 
ment . at a cost of from 50 
cents to $1 per night. 

The American Youth Hostel. 
Inc., is part of the International 
Youth Hostel Federation, a non- 
profit, tax-exempt, educational 
Organization to promote mutual 
understanding among peoples of 


all lands by allowing them a 
close look at each other. It's 
hard to hate someone while 


swinging down a trail or stirring 
a communal stew. 

That “Youth” in the AYH title 
might discourage hordes of 
would-be hostelers.

TALL, lean man, packing as 

much mystery and something 

of the wallop of a nuclear 
explosion, is today closing in on 
the spreading world-wide dia- 
mond smuggling racket. 

He is Sir Percy Sillitoe, gang- 
buster, spyhunter and former 
chief of Britain’s Military In- 
telligence Security Branch—the 
famed “MI-5.” 


The “man with all the 6&e- 
crets” has been called out of 
retirement to head the South 
African diamond industry’s fight 
against the smuggling menace. 


Ever since diamonds were 
first discovered in South Africa, 
the industry and the authorities 
have been waging war against 
daring thieves, smugglers and 
illicit dealers. Despite all their 
precautions and _ safeguards, 
prosecutions and penalties, the 
diamond smuggling racket has 
flourished and grown until to- 
day it involves millions of dol- 
Jars in gems each year. Recent 
published estimates in South 
Africa put the figure as high as 
$160,000,000 annually, and the 
industry’s concern about the in- 
creasing illegal flow is reflected 
in the recruiting of Sir Percy. 
The British Commonwealth's top 
counter - intelligence expert was 
lured out of retirement by the 
“diamond king” himself, Sir 
Ernest Oppenheimer, chairman 
of De Beers Consolidated Mines 
Ltd., which controls most of the 
world’s diamond supplies. 

When Sir Percy visited South 
Africa for a seven-week inspec- 
tion of diamond mines, the in- 
dustry reluctantly admitted that 
it was launching a campaign to 
smash smuggling and was giving 
“Gang-buster” Sillitoe a free 
hand. 

— . 


IAMOND smuggling Is, of 
[) course. made easier by the 

small size of the gems. The 
famed Cullinan, largest diamond 
ever discovered, weighed only 
3025°4 carats or roughly one 
pounds six ounces. Although 
these beautiful stones are 
known to most people in the 
form of jewelry, they also have 
great values, particularly in 
wartime, in the form of indus- 
trial diamonds which are used 
in 1001 ways in industry. 

Sir Percy undoubtedly has 
found the illegal quest for this 
valuable but compact commod- 
ity as exciting and intriguing as 
one of his spy cases. The gov- 
ernments concerned jealously 
watch over the disposal of dia- 
monds mined within their terri- 
tories as they bring in millions 
of dollars in taxes. 

Natives who work the mines 
are kept under strict supervi- 
sion. Every piece of property 
they take out of the mine with 
them is X-rayed as are the work- 
ers themselves. One of their 
favorite means of attempting to 
smuggle diamonds out of the 
mine is to swallow them. If the 
X-ray reveals a diamond in a 
worker's stomach he is given a 
liberal dose of castor oil and is 
later charged with attempted 
theft. 

Other workers have tried to 
smuggle out stones between 


their toes or in self-inflicted 
wounds. 


One of the most ingenious 
methods ever employed was 
reported from the Southwest 
African alluvial diggings at the 
Orange river mouth. A miner, 
stationed in a lonely area, fed 
vultures on meat in which he 
had secreted diamonds. After 
leaving his job he engaged a 
native guide and examined all 
the nests of these creatures he 
could find. The result, however, 
was disappointing, particularly 
as he was caught by police while 
attempting to dispose of the few 
stones he had recovered. 


Many stories circulate in 
South Africa about mine em- 
ployes who managed to secrete 
a pickle-jar or bottle full of 
diamonds somewhere in the re- 
stricted area, for while in the 
area it is relatively easy for any 
employe to collect a “parcel” of 
diamonds. The difficulty con- 
sists in getting them out. 


One man Yast year attempted 
to recover a “parcel” of 1400 
carats of diamonds he had hid- 
den. After leaving the area he 
hired a private plane and at- 
tempted to land to recover the 
stones. The aircraft crashed, 
however, and he was sentenced 
to four years and nine months 
imprisonment. 


Others have tried to beach 
boats on the desolate coast of 
Southwest Africa but have usual- 
ly come to grief in the heavy

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surf. Many are believed to have 
perished on this coast on which 
countless vessels have been 
wrecked. 

Even so, reliable South Afri- 
can sources say that millions of 
dollars worth of diamonds are 
smuggled out of South Africa 
alone every year despite the 
safeguards taken. Large quanti- 
ties of diamonds from the other 
mining areas also find their way 
into illegal channels. 


The loss to the producing 
countries through tax evasion, to 
the mines and to the countries 
of destination through evasion 
of import duties runs into really 
big money. 

Exactly how Sir Percy is 
tackling his new job is secret. 
However, it is understood that 
he has created an international 
private detective corps, with 
“stations” in London and in Jo- 
hannesburg and diamond mining 
areas of Africa. His organiza- 
tion, though independent of lo- 
cal police forces in the various 
areas in which it operates, is 
believed to work in close co- 
operation with them.

ECRET as his operations are, 
S clues to the _ techniques 


adopted by Sir Percy can be 
gleaned from his career as gang- 
buster and spy hunter. At 65 he 
looks as little like a hard-boiled 
gang-buster as it is possible to 
imagine. His ramrod-backed six 
feet two inches suggest a gen- 
eral officer in Her Majesty's 
Brigade of Guards. His clear 
blue eyes, fresh complexion and 
fair hair might be those of a 
university athletics instructor. 
Apart from his name and repu- 
tation not much is known to the 
public about the man responsi- 
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Sir Percy Sillitoe, the Former Chief of Britain's

ble for Britain’s safety against 
subversion and espionage be- 
tween 1946 and 1953. 

He was born in London in 
1888 and was educated at the 
choir school of St. Paul's. 

Before he was 20, he went 
abroad to serve in the South 
African police force. Until the 
end of World War I he served 
in the .police and the army 
throughout southern Africa, and 
in 1919 joined the Colonial Serv- 
ice. Four years later he resigned 
a post in Tanganyika and re- 
turned to England to become 
Chief Constable of Chesterfield. 


* - * 

HIS was the beginning of a 
T suceesstu police career. In 

1925 he took over as Chief 
Constable of the East Riding of 
Yorkshire, but in 1926 he left 
these placid backwaters for Shef- 
field, then dominated by a mur- 
derous gang. 

Tough race track thugs ter- 
rorized shopkeepers in the na- 
tion's engineering center. They 
swarmed over a city caught in 
the grip of the general strike, 
making it unsafe for respectable 
citizens. They threatened prose- 
cution witnesses into frightened 
silence when court cases came up 

Sillitoe moved speedily and 
thoroughly. First he cleaned up 
the police force itself. 

He recruited policemen even 
tougher than the gangsters, 
bought a steam press to keep 
their trousers pressed and their 


He formed 
his policemen into “flying 
squads” and built police tele- 


phone boxes to keep policemen 
on the beat in touch with head- 
quarters. Then he hit the gangs.

Now the gang- 
buster and spyhunter is bring- 
ing his experience and talents 
to bear against the diamond 
smugglers. Significantly, a small 
drop in the illegal trade has al- 
ready been reported since he 
began his campaign.

If such 
an anonymous witness knew he 
would be required to face the 
person he accused there would 
be fewer attempts to destrov in- 
dividuals through malice. greed 
or jealousy and the public would 
have more confidence in 
judgments of the 
boards.” 

Noting that the Government 
says it has to keep its unuer- 
cover agents and paid informers 
undisclosed, Cain said _ that 
“they are by no means the only 
adverse witness; such a person 
might be a next-door neighbor 
or a fellow worker. and their 
testimony would not endanger 
national security.”

The jet stream is a river of 
air. three miles deep and 400 
miles across, rushing eastward 
high around the world. At the 
core, 1t reacnes speeas of around 
400 miles per hou! 

Add to that the average cruis- 
ing speed of a high altitude 
bomber, transport or passenge! 
plane and you have something 
around the speed of soul! 


No one yet has ridden the core 
of the jet but military 
and civilian planes have utilized 
some of its currents as tail winds 
of 150 miles per hour. 

Helped Record Nonstop Flight. 


stream, 


An Air Force C-97, military 
version of the Stratocruiser, took 
advantage of such tail winds a 
year ago to fly nonstop from 
Tokvo to Honolulu in a record 
9 hours, 9 minutes That was 
seven hours under the regular 


one-stop flying time 

Pan American World Airways 
started using the winter Jet 
stream two years ago and aver- 
ages 10 to 11 hours over this

Author Thomas Mann Nearly 80, 


Thinks First Novel Was His Best 


‘Buddenbrooks’ Gave Him Necetsary Self- 
Confidence to Be Writer — He Is 
Living in Switzerland.

ERLENBACH, Switzerland, 
June 4 (AP)—Author Thomas 
Mann, turning 80 years old, says 
his first novel, written 54 years 
ago, was the “finest success of 
my life.” 

Mann, one of the greatest liv- 
ing writers and winner of the 
1929 Nobel prize in literature, 
will be 80 on June 6. 

Looking back on a long and 
productive life, he said in an in- 
terview that his first novel, 
“Buddenbrooks,” gave him “the 
necessary self confidence as an 
author.”

only a few weeks ago. It de-

A $25,000 “traffic cop” is mak-

downtown traffic problem. 

The new “cop,” an electronic 
brain controlling signal lights at 
289 street intersections, enables 
traffic in downtown and adja- 
cent areas to move over the 
city’s system of alternating one- 
way streets at maximum speed 
consistent with safety and traf- 
fic density. 

The flow of traffic itself regu- 
lates the “stop-and-go.” 

City Traffic Director Eugene 
Maier said the system is based 
on density of traffic. It provides 
progressive traffic flow (where 


ing gre 


as you reach them) at speeds of 
18-22 miles an hour in the cen- 
tral business district and 18-30 


miles per hour on streets lead-/| signal 


ing into the area. 

When the peak periods of traf- 
fic density in the business dis- 
trict are reached, signals auto- 
matically change to simultan- 
eous timing in which all cars 
move in one direction on a se- 


ries of green lights for 70-90 sec- 
onds and then cross traffic 
moves in a similar manner. 
The new electronic brain has 
detectors, or “feelers,” located 
at strategic downtown intersec- 
tions to determine the flow of 


traffic and relay the needs to 
the central “brain.” The im- 
pulses automatically adjust the 
timing.

MARK TWAIN PARK 


House in Which Author Was Born, Famous Missouri‘ 
Courthouse Are on 270-Mile, Round-Trip Journey

EFRESHED BY SPRING RAINS, the Missouri countryside 
has been unusually lush and green this season, in strik- 
ing contrast to its dusty, drouth-seared look of last fall. 

A weekend motorist could start out in almost any direction 
from St. Louis and find the going attractive. For one who likes 
to plan his route, a pleasant one-day round-trip tour lies 
through the eastern half of state, north of the Missouri River. 

The tour, a westward and northward swing of some 270 
miles over-all, has both its scenic and its historic attractions. 
The varied terrain of the route insures against monotony— 
gentle, wooded hills, broad pastures where livestock grazes, 
vistas of many miles, the rolling prairie of north Missouri. 

A half-way point is the Mark Twain State Park, a me- 
morial to Missouri's great author. In the park is the house 
in which Mark Twain, as Samuel Langhorne Clemens is best 
known, was born. The house, preserved as a museum and 
holding personal effects of the writer, is open to the public. 
With picnic facilities, the park is a good stop for lunch. 

Just north of the park is the town of Florida, Mark Twain's 
birthplace—the house was moved to the park in 1930. In 
Florida is the Mark Twain monument erected in 1913. 

At the apex of the swing, in New London, is the charm-

RANCISCO GOYA, who is ranked 
by authorities among the world’s 
greatest artists, will be presented 
to City Art Museum visitors this week 
in his most intense and original phase 
—his drawings and his prints. Mural- 
ist, Spanish court painter and tapestry 
designer, this many-sided genius spoke 
his mind most directly as draftsman, 
etcher and lithographer. 

Goya is claimed by contemporary 
artists as an esthetic ancestor because 
of his bold and dazzling technique, but 
he is more obviously modern in his 
humane and democratic spirit. His 
art is eloquent in satire on man’s fol- 
lies, in condemnation of his crimes 
and compassion for his sufferings. 

After a violent and wandering 
youth, Goya became deaf through ill- 
ness when he was 46, at the height of 
his fame. He lived through the horrors 
of Napoleon's conquest of Spain and 
died in Madrid in 1828 at the age of 82. 

In the first loan exhihjtion ever to 
come to America from Spain are 129 
of Goya’s drawings, etchings and lith- 
ographs from the Prado and Galdiano 
museums, Madrid. The exhibit is aug- 
mented by 33 etchings from the Na- 
tional Gallery, Washington, D.C. The 
public exhibition will open in St. Louis 
Friday and will extend through July 4.

ASHIONING DRESSES that will 
never be worn is the full-time 
job of Walter E. Hindrichs, win- 

dow display manager for a St. Louis 
fabric house. Hindrichs’’ displays 
look so much like finished garments 
that shoppers often come into the 
store and ask to buy them. But in- 
stead of using needle and thread, 
all his “stitching’’ is done with 
straight pins. He works with a 
single uncut length of cloth. 
Hindrichs makes some displays 
from patterns, but more often he 


simply improvises as he goes along. 
He experiments a bit to get the feel 
of the fabric and to try its draping 
quality, then he starts pinning. Con- 
verting a length of material into 
what looks like a finished dress 
may take 30 minutes, or as much 
as five hours. Some of his designs 
are embellished with ribbons, rem- 
nants, buttons and beads from the 
shop’s stock. At work, Hindrichs 
wears a wrist pin-cushion. Pins 
sometimes find their way into his 
mouth, but in 25 years of window 


mouth as he starts to work. For draping, he 
uses about twice the amount of material it 
would take to sew a dress from pattern. 


display work with fabrics Hindrichs 
has yet to swallow one. 

Using uncut cloth in draped 
dresses on manikins to display 
fabrics is general in Europe, un- 
usual in the United States. The 
more common practice in this coun- 
try is to use real dresses to show 
how goods look when made up. 
Hindrichs learned his craft in Ger- 
many. He served a three-year ap- 
prenticeship, attended art school, 
worked in fabric shops.. He came to 
the United States three years ago.

Shattered Homes, Stripped Trees Tell the Tale of Tragedy in a Kansas 


—— 
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The destructive force of a tornado is graphically illustrated in this 
desolate scene. The broken trees, the shattered house, the bathtub 
and range sitting incongruously in the open eloquently bespeak the 
tragedy that struck the little town of Udall, Kansas. A pleasant, rural 
community in the south-central area of the state, Udall was virtually 
wiped out by the vicious twister. Shortly after nightfall, in a few ter- 
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rifying moments, 65 of its 566 residents were killed, more than 200 

were injured, the rest left homeless. In the light of dawn, Udall re- 

sembled a bomb-wrecked village; only the remnants of a few build- 

ings stood amid the shambles that marked the mile - square town site.

FORT WORTH, TEX. 
The center of our family life is the kitchen. 
Other families may look upon their kitch- 
ens simply as places to prepare meals 
and tidy up afterwards as quickly and 
easily as possible, but ours has become a 
source of endless enjoyment to all of us. 
The voiced suggestion of “Let's make 
some brownies!” or “How about popping 
some corn?” is enough to arouse an enthu- 
siasm that lasts until the last bowl has 
been licked. 

My husband Kenneth is attending 
Southwestern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary here and has only a part-time job, 
so naturally our budget doesn’t permit 
much in the way of outside amusements.

In fact, we hold most of our 
gatherings in the evening after dinner so 
that the occasional sampling of something 
sweet won't upset their diets. 

How do we start off on one of our 
culinary evenings? Well, one Saturday 
about two months ago Kendra saw a pic- 
ture of “turtle” cookies in a magazine and 
suggested that we try to make some. We 
did, with Kenneth cracking the pecans and 
the youngsters helping to mix the ingredi- 
ents. When we'd finished the chocolate 
frosting and added pecan halves for heads 
and legs, our cookies looked almost like 
real turtles.

devouring him down to the last gingery 
crumb. 

Every holiday from January through 
December suggests fancy concoctions. 
Last Valentine's Day we baked a heart- 
shaped cake, set gelatine in individual 
heart molds and put creamed English peas 
in little heart-shaped pie shells. On Wash- 
ington’s Birthday we made cherry tarts 
with pastry hatchets; on Easter, a layer 
cake topped by a green shredded-coconut 
nest containing Easter-egg candy and a 
chocolate rabbit. 

Halloween calls for “jack-o-lantern” 
salads made of gelatine-filled peach halves 
with raisin and apple-peel features. And 
Christmas is the time for “candy canes” 
of twisted red and white dough, and round 
cookies rolled in confectioner's sugar to 
make them look like snowballs. 

Kendra already knows a great deal 
about what goes into cookies, cakes and 
pies.

A delicate incision may hold the key to life or death 


BALTIMORE. 
A daring new operation deep within 
the heart has been performed success- 
fully for the first time by a team of 
doctors here at Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
Based on a new approach to slowing 
the heartbeat, it opens the way to im- 
proved patient care and perhaps to the 
saving of life itself. 

Amazingly, the high point of the 
delicate surgery takes only about a 
minute and involves a tiny bit of mus- 
cle less than an inch long. Cutting this 
muscle “short circuits” the heart, per- 
mitting it to beat more slowly and 
efficiently. 

One expert calls the new operation 
an important step in the heart-surgery 
“revolution” of the past decade. This 
period has seen the development of 
several life-saving, inside-the-heart op- 
erations involving valve repair and im- 
proved circulation. 

The first of .a series of reports on 
the new operation appears in Circula- 
tion, the journal of the American Heart 
Association. To understand the op- 
eration, you have to know a little 
about how the heart works. 

The heart has two main chambers, 
the auricle and the ventricle. The 
auricle receives blood from the veins 
and sends it to the ventricle, which 
pumps it into the arteries and so back 
into the veins again. 

Lying between these chambers is a 
tiny muscle called the Bundle of His 
(named for its discoverer). Like a wire 
conducting electric current, the Bundle 
carries impulses from the auricle to 
the ventricle and thus activates the lat- 
ter’s pumping. In certain heart ail- 
ments — tachycardia, for instance — the 
auricle beats too quickly; then the 
Bundle sends out rapid impulses which 
make the ventricle work beyond its 
capacity—and can lead to death. 

This is where the Johns Hopkins 
Operation comes in. The surgeon en- 
ters the heart and simply cuts the 
muscular Bundle of His. The cut it- 
self is about % of an inch. It repre- 


sents shorting the heart's circuit so 
that impulses are no longer carried to 
the ventricle. This lets the latter slow 
down (each part of the heart has an 
inherent ability to beat, independent 
of the rest) to a safer rate. 

Thus far, the operation has been 
performed only on animals. But al- 
ready it promises to yield much-needed 
information which can help human 
patients. Using the operation, the doc- 
tors for the first time can induce heart 
failure among dogs. By studying the 
sequence of events that results, they 
feel they will be able to pinpoint ex- 
actly what happens in heart failure 
and thus be able to treat human pa- 
tients more efficiently. 


THE TEAM (minus Dr. Gaertner) in- 
cludes (i. to r.)

Responsible for the new surgery are 
Drs. Thomas E. Starzl, Richard Dever, 
Robert Gaertner, R. Robinson Baker 
and Roscoe C. Webb, Jr. Theirs has 
been the basic research, the kind of 
patient, painstaking investigation that 
lies behind today’s—and tomorrow’s— 
big medical headlines. 

They know that at least part of the 
“payoff” will come when they find the 
first human patient on whom it is con- 
sidered safe to operate. A successful 
operation then will open a new chapter 
in the heart-surgery revolution. eS

HOLLYWOOD. 
YHIS IS A town that dearly loves to film a throb- 
T vies rags-to-riches tale. Yet, strangely enough, 
its current No. | box-office draw is a tiny (5'1”), 
crinkly-eyed girl with a soft lisp and slightly bowed 
legs who was born in a tenement and has been deathly 
afraid even to talk about it. 

June Allyson, as she is known to a large and ador- 
ing public, came to Hollywood 12 years ago with a 
modest talent: a warm, winsome way in front of the 
cameras that soon got her typed as the screen's All- 
American Wife. By last year this image, faithfully 
exploited through 20-odd films (most successful: The 
Glenn Miller Story), had won her the vote of U.S. 
movie exhibitors as the most profitable star around. 
This year she should do even better. 

Now freelancing after a decade with one studio 
(MGM), June has five pictures, from as many studios, 
coming out in 1955. (Her current release: Para- 
mount’s Strategic Air Command. Next: U-I’s The 
Shrike.) She is being offered up to $300,000 per pic- 
ture. With income taxes what they are, however, she 
has begun to follow other stars in demanding a share 
of her films’ profits (which face only the 25 per cent 
capital-gains tax). This way, she may wind up several 
times a millionaire.

“I was ashamed of my past,” she told me the other 
day.

“Not that I'd ever done anything wrong,” she went 
on. “But being born in a tenement in the Bronx, a 
child of a broken home, going hungry, having a 
mother who's been married four times—all that was 
something I tried to forget, to stamp out of my mind.” 


Psychiatrists Have a Word for it 


it wasn't easy. “I acted gay and carefree, as if 
I'd never known anything but happiness, as if I'd been 
born to parents of average wealth. I withdrew from 
the truth, because the truth made me unhappy. 
Psychiatrists have a lot of fancy terms for that sort 
of behavior, but I know what | did. I simply refused 
to face up to things. 

“It’s a natural reaction. People do it all the time. 
They refuse to acknowledge the painful truth. They 
refuse to learn to live with it. And that’s a weakness 
that can cause a lot of mess. | certainly found that 
out.” 

When June first came to Hollywood from Bread-

way, where she had been spotted as a dancer of some 
promise in musical comedies, she was given an auto- 
biographical questionnaire to fill out. Lest studio pub- 
licists discover her origin, she concocted a history 
which was half fantasy and half truth. 

She wrote that she had been born in Lucerne, N.Y. 
(there is no such place), that her real name was Jan 
Allyson (it happened to be Ella Geisman), that she'd 
been graduated from New York City’s Roosevelt 
High School (she did attend it, for a while), that 
shed learned to fly a plane before World War Il, that 
her parents were Arthur and Clare Allyson of ‘high- 
toned Westchester County, in New York, 

June conjured up these reminiscences for two rea- 
sons: “I couldn't bear to tell the truth, and | wanted 
desperately to be like everyone else, to have come 
from a respectable, middle-class home. I told myself 
that I'd never have a chance if | was a poor city-bred 
kid. It was silly, | know, but I told myself that movie 
audiences wouldn't respect a girl from the. tenement 
side of New York City.” 

Subsequently, when June was. interviewed by re- 
porters, all questions and answers were based on this 
cock-and-bull autobiography of hers. One interviewer 
tried to brief himself by studying the studio biography 
beforehand, then asked June to tell him something 
about her early life in Lucerne. 

“She double-talked me right out of it,” he later 
confessed. 

Another newsman asked her to name the year she'd 
been graduated from high school. “I just can't re- 
member,” June replied. (This soon became her favor-

ite answer.) The newsman thereupon wrote Roosevelt 
High and was told that no Jan Allyson ever had been 
graduated there. 

At other interviews June specialized in shifting con- 
versational gears. She learned to walk the tightrope 
between truth and half-truth. She parried and fenced, 
leaving interviewers with the impression that she was a 
delightful little scatterbrain with no memory for dates 
or facts. 

With friends she was the same way. Composer 
Richard Rodgers once asked her where she came 
from. “Westchester,” she quickly replied. 

“You mean the Bronx,” interjected her husband. 

June kicked his leg beneath the table. 

“I didn't catch that,” said Rodgers, puzzled. 

“Westchester,” June repeated, fixing her husband 
with a defiant stare. 

At home that night Powell took his wife in his arms. 
“Junie,” he pleaded, “when are you going to stop 
telling those senseless fibs about yourself? You're a 
grown woman now, a successful actress. What differ- 
ence does it make where you were born or how much 
schooling you've hac? It’s silly!” 

“I know,” sobbed June. “I know, Richard [she never 
calls him Dick]. But I just can't bring myself to tell 
the truth.” 


At Last: The Truth Comes Out 


Today, with a new self-confidence, June Allyson 
can face the truth about her background. For the first 
time, here is her complete story as she told it to me. 

She was born, 30-odd years ago, in the bedroom of 
a three-room apartment in a sooty-bricked tenement 
on 143rd Street and Third Avenue in the South Bronx. 
The second child of Clara and Robert Geisman, she 
was christened Ella—“‘a name I've always despised.” 

Her father was the building janitor. “When I was 
six months old he walked out on us, leaving us penni- 
less, although my mother now claims that it was she 
who walked out on him. Anyway, he took my brother 
Henry to live with his mother. And my mother sent 
me to my grandparents on Lucerne Avenue.” 

While relatives looked after Ella, her mother worked 
in a print shop for $20 a week. Eventually Clara 
Geisman saved enough to pay for her divorce and 
rent a slum apartment in another section of the Bronx. 
She never made enough, however, to give her daughter 
more than basic necessities; one result was the poor 
diet that may account for June’s slightly bowed legs 
(which she expertly camouflages for the movie 
camera). 

Ella Geisman grew up believing that no one wanted 
her, no one loved her. “We lived for a while in a small, 
dark apartment,” she remembers, “and I was passed 
from one relative to another. As far back as I can 
remember I felt that 1 didn’t belong anywhere, that 
I was really homeless. 

“I welcomed school because it was warm and at 
least I had some friends there. But home to me was a 
cold, dreary, dismal railroad flat. At times it was so 
cold that I used to get up early in the morning and 
trudge along Third Avenue begging wooden crates 
from the delicatessen and fruit shops. I'd drag the 
crates home, jump on them, then stuff the pieces into 
our coal stove. That's how we kept warm and that’s 
how we heated tubs of water for a bath.

a famous surgeon, or even a great ac- 
tress. But when she entered Theodore 
Roosevelt High School, escape took a 
more tangible turn. Her father, whom 
she had seen only two or three times, 
began sending a little money for her 
support; with it young Ella began tak- 
ing dancing lessons. at the Ned Way- 
burn Dancing Academy. She was 
small (ahout 60 pounds), and 
“showed very little promise,” accord- 
ing to one instructor who remembers 
her faintly, “but she showed it with 
great determination.” 

She was a fair student in school. 
One classmate recalls, “She was cute 
because she was so small, but none of 
us ever imagined she—of all people— 
would become a movie star.”

paid $60 a week. “I tap-danced,” she 
says, “and frankly I wasn’t very good.” 

After her debut she changed her 
name to June Allyson—“Don’t ask me 
where I got it; I just made it up’”—and 
landed a chorus job in a Broadway 
revue, Sing Out the News. From there 
she went on to dancing parts in other 
musicals: Higher and Higher, Very 
Warm for May, Panama Hattie (where 
she understudied Betty Hutton). Now 
earning $125 a week, she moved into 
the Women’s Club in Manhattan and 
blocked out most of the memories of 
her painful past. 

During this period she went steady 
with Tommy Mitchell, a Kentucky- 
born singer. Mitchell admits that “at 
one time | was completely gone on the 
girl.” June must have once felt the 
same way, because in 1945, when Dick 
Powell proposed to her in these words: 
“I love you and want to marry you,” 
June kissed him on the lips and cried: 
“I love you too, Tommy!” 

Today Mitchell is a crack Holly- 
wood advertising photographer, He 
never sees June, but readily admits: 
“She's a lovely girl and her husband 
has done great things for her. Nowa-

This idea can be 
used at any time of year, for any holiday, 
suiting the frosting colors, flowers and favors 
to the occasion. And for an extra lovely 
birthday cake, add candles to each tier. 


FLOWER-FAVOR CAKE 


3% cups sifted coke ¥% cup salad oil 
flour Ye cup pineapple jvice 
2 teaspoons baking Yq cup cronge juice 
powder 2 teaspoons grated 
, teaspoon baking soda orange peel 
1% teaspoons salt 3 eggs 
24 cups suger 


Mix and sift first four ingredients. Add oil, pineapple 
jvice, orange jvice; beat very smeeoth. Stir in orange 
peel. In a separate bowl, beat eggs until thick and 
foamy. Gradually odd suger; continve beating until 
well blended. Fold egg and sugar mixture thoroughly 
into batter. Pour into four waxed-paper-lined tier 
cake pons. Fill each pan % full. Bake in moderate 
oven (375°F.) 25 minutes for three smaller layers, 
30 minutes fer large layer. 

TO FROST: Prepare one 1014-02. pkg. instant frost- 
ing mix as directed on package. Divide in half. Tint 
half pink and half green with food coloring. Frost 
top and sides of largest layer and next to smallest 
layer with pink, remaining leyers with green; place 
layers one on top of another on cake plate, tier 
fashion. Insert small wooden stick wound with rib- 
bon and topped with bouquet of small flowers. Attach 
ribbon streamers and boutornieres of the same 
flowers.

Is the bride given away in a 
second marriage?—K.D., St. Louis. 


A. A divorcee should always have an 
informal wedding upon remarriage. 
Yes, you may wear yellow, and it is not 
necessary that you be given away. 


Q. My son is getting married in June to 
a girl who lives in a distant state. There 
will be no reception after the marriage. 
Is it proper for me to give them one here 


the end of June or in August? May the 
bride wear her bridal gown at the re- 
ception?—Mrs. C.H., Erie, Pa. 


Q. My son is going to be married in a 
morning church wedding in July fol- 
lowed by an evening reception. | am 37. 
What would be suitable for me to wear 
morning and evening?—H.L.W., Detroit. 


I would prefer that you make it a 
welcome home for the bride and grooms ~ 
with only your own friends and rela- 
tives invited.

The 
price included not only meals but most of 
the family’s entertainment. 

The Crescent offers its guests a complete 
program of recreation, and the Nygards took 
full advantage of it. One evening the whole 
family piled onto a hay wagon for a six-mile 
trip into the country and a picnic supper. 
They drifted back by moonlight, listening to 
the music of guitarist Jack Stockslager. The 
trip, they found, was one of the unspoiled 
Ozarks few coricessions to modern ways: the 
hay wagon was pulled by a jeep. 

On two other evenings, all the hotel guests 
gathered around a campfire for a wiener 
roast. There were three square dances during 
the week, with real Ozark fiddlers. A hotel 
bus shuttled the Nygards to the cool waters 
of Lake Leatherwood, a few miles away, 
when they felt like swimming. (And when 
that seemed too far, they could swim in the 
hotel pool.) None of this cost a penny extra. 

The float trip, on what natives call a “john 
boat,” did mean a special charge: $20 a day 
per boat. But the price included lunch on a 
sand bar, a ride back home and the services 
of Ozarkians Bud Stopple and Frank Wed- 
dington to take the fishermen where trout 
and bass were thickest. 

The leisurely downriver trip was the high 
light of the Nygards’ visit to Eureka Springs. 
As the White wound through steep wooded 
hills, moving now slow, now fast, they settled 
comfortably in deck chairs, watching the 
scenery glide by. They listened to the home- 
spun stories of Stopple and Weddington or 
simply lazed in the sun. 

Part of the charm of Eureka Springs, the 
Nygards decided, was this feeling of the old, 
of nothing ever changing. The town has had 
a checkered career. It sprang up in 1879

An American Switzerland— 


after a local judge declared that waters from 
one of the town’s 40 mineral springs had 
cured his chronic leg ailment. Within 15 
months, 25,000 persons were living in tents 
and: shacks near the springs and taking the 
cure. Soon the town became the headquarters 
of a silk-stocking crowd, the most fashionable 
resort in the area. 

But World War I dealt Eureka Springs a 
heavy blow, and the depression knocked it 
flat. It was not until after World War II that 
visitors again began coming to “The Switzer- 
land of America,” as the Chamber of Com-

merce likes to call Eureka Springs. (At 1,800. 
feet, the town claims to be the highest point 
in the Ozarks.) 

The “curing” waters no longer attract 
many visitors, although it still is possible to 
buy bottled water from the springs or go to 
your favorite spring and sample it yourself. 
Today’s visitors are more interested in the 
cool mountain breezes and outdoor sports. 
In the “dog days” of August, visitors from the 
cities pour into town, but at other times 
reservations usually aren't necessary. 


HILLSIDE CHURCH of St. Elizabeth, one of Eureka 
Springs’ top tourist attractions, is inspected by 
Nygards. Entrance is through the bell tower be- 
cause church nestles against steep West Mountain. 


The nickname “Switzerland” is earned. 
Hilly Eureka Springs has 230 streets—and no 
two cross (although there are T intersec- 
tions). The Basin Park Hotel boasts that it is 
the only hotel in the U.S. with seven ground 
floors. Local citizens point out that no flat 
spot in town is as big as a baseball diamond. 

This up-and-down scenery delighted the 
Nygards. A hotel-sponsored tour took them 
to Inspiration Point, seven miles away, and 
Panorama Point (12 miles), where you can 
see Missouri and Oklahoma ‘way off in the 
distance and the meandering White, with its 
green hills and steep bluffs, up close. They 
took other side trips, too: to several of the 
Ozarks’ many famous caves, to Bull Shoals 
Reservoir, to the “Shepherd of the Hills” 
country made famous by the Harold Bell 
Wright novel. They saw mountains and 
waterfalls and lakes. 

Although the Nygards came to Eureka 
Springs by auto (the town is on U.S. 62, a 
main east-west highway), many travelers pre- 
fer to make the trip by train. Eureka Springs 
itself is not on a railroad, but the hotel bus 
meets visitors at Monett, Mo., and takes them 
to the hotel. The Trailways Bus System also 
serves the area. Visitors arriving by plane land 
at Joplin or Springfield, Mo. 

The $52.50, six-day package is the Cres- 
cent’s basic unit. But visitors who want to 
Stay a shorter time and tour other spots in 
the Ozarks can break the price down to $8.75 
a day on the same room-meals-and-entertain- 
ment arrangement. Or you.can pay a room- 
only price, eat in one of the town’s restaurants 
and spend your time fishing. (A 10-day non- 
resident license is $2.50.) 

You can stay at Eureka Springs for a day 
or two or a couple of weeks. And, after a 
taste of its old-time flavor and its shuffling 
pace, youll probably feel the way Bert 
Nygard did as he drifted down the White 
River—that the rest of the world is far, far 
away, and that this is the real life, here in 
the wooded hills of Arkansas.

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MORE FACTS ON THE OZARKS 


Only major mountains between the 
Rockies and the Appalachians, the 25,000- 
square-mile Ozarks cover parts of Arkan- 
sas, Missouri and Oklahoma, and are the 
primary recreation area for the Central 
Plains region. As such, they draw tourists 
from as far south as the Gulf, as far north 
as the Great Lakes but they remain sim- 
ple, unspoiled, dotted with beauty spots. 

To many, this 19th-century charm is 
the main attraction. Here is America as 
it used to be, where the fiddler still fid- 
dies, the women still wear sunbonnets. 
For a sample of this rustic charm, the 
Auto Club of Missouri suggests that 
state’s Arcadia Valley. 

To others, the Ozarks are an outdoor 


playground. Best known for bass fishing, 
the streams and lakes also offer trout, 
catfish, crappie. Tops for float fishing is 
the White River; for lake fishing, Lake of 
the Ozarks and Lake Wappapello. 

Magnificent scenery is everywhere; 
the area abounds in caves, springs, water- 
falls, crystal streams. A suggested drive 
is through the Big Springs country of 
Southwest Missouri. 

Prices are low. Motel rates start at $5; 
some housekeeping cottages are as low 
as $3. In Missouri state parks, cottages 
can be rented for $3 a night. For full in- 
formation on the Ozarks, write Ozark 
Playground Assn., 112 W. ¢th St., Jop- 
lin, Mo.
